In addition to the above fees, a charge of 1/- is made for membership 
of the Students’ Guild. 
Students attending more than six sessions per week pay the full-time fee. 
Students paying the part-time day fees may enrol for evening classes 
without extra charge. The evening course fees are the same whether a 
single class or group of classes is attended. 
“ Out-County ” students, i.e., those who live outside the administrative 
area of the Cambridgeshire Local Education Authority, may be admitted 
at the same rates as In-County students if prior approval to their 
attendance is given and financial responsibility accepted for the full cost 
of their tuition by the Local Education Authority of the area in which 
they live. Applications for this approval are made automatically by the 
College on behalf of any student who has not obtained it at the time of 
enrolment. No Out-County students will be registered until this approval 
is obtained unless they undertake to pay fees at the following rates: 

Day students £9 per annum for each half-day attended per 

week throughout the session. 
Evening students £7 per annum for each evening attended per 
week throughout the session. 

Fees are payable in advance and cheques should be made payable to the 
Cambridgeshire Technical College and crossed “‘ Barclays Bank”. 
Applications for refunds of fees cannot normally be considered. 
The above fees are for tuition only. Where external examinations are 
taken, additional fees for entry are payable to the examining body.

ADMISSION TO CLASSES 


No student under the age of 15 can be admitted to the College. 


The normal minimum age of admission to senior courses and all evening 
classes is 16 years. Students below this age will be required to enrol in 
Preliminary courses. Preliminary courses in certain subjects for those 
unable to attend during the day are held at the Chesterton and Coleridge 
Evening Centres. 


No student will be admitted to any course unless the Head of the 
Department concerned is satisfied that the student’s previous education 
will enable him or her to benefit by the course selected. 


Entrance examinations may be held for any courses in which the number 
of places is limited, or for which a definite standard of entry is required. 


Entrance to full-time preliminary courses is generally limited to students 
who qualify at a special entrance examination which is held each year in 
November. Students attending Secondary Schools should be entered for 
the examination through their head teachers. Applications from students 
attending Private Schools should be made direct to the Chief Education 
Officer, Shire Hall, Cambridge. 

All enquiries about this examination should be sent to the Chief Education 
Officer. Students admitted through the special entrance examination 
will not be required to pay tuition fees, and in certian cases their 
travelling expenses to the College will be paid by the Authority. 


Students will not be admitted to classes until they have enrolled for the 
class and paid the appropriate fee. 


Priority in admission will be given to students who enrol for full courses. 
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GENERAL INFORMATION 9 


ATTENDANCE 


Part-time day and evening courses vary in duration according to the 
requirements of the course. 

Classes will not be formed unless sufficient students enrol. 

Any class may be discontinued without notice if in the opinion of the 
Authority the attendance is insufficient to justify its continuation. 
The name of any student who is absent from three successive meetings 
of any class without giving adequate reason will be removed from the 
class register and the student will not subsequently be admitted to the 
class. If this class forms part of a full course the student may be 
excluded from all classes in the course. 

A student may be excluded at any time during the session for unsatis- 
factory work or conduct. 


CHANGE OF ADDRESS 


Any change of address during the session should be given in writing to 
the Registrar. 


EXTERNAL EXAMINATIONS 


Students are responsible for making themselves familiar with the rules 
and regulations governing entry to external examinations, and for 
ensuring that all necessary arrangements for their entry are made, either 
through the College or direct with the examining body concerned. 
Students are responsible for the payment of their own examination fees, 
which are additional to the College tuition fees.

The Library is open from 9.0 a.m. to 9.0 p.m. during term to all 
students of the College, both for the borrowing of books and for study. 

There are over 7,000 books on the shelves, including the usual reference 
books such as the Encyclopxdia Britannica, the Shorter Oxford English 
Dictionary, various foreign language dictionaries and Hansard, 

Current copies of The Times, the Manchester Guardian and the New 
York Times, The Times Literary and Educational Supplements, Keesing’s 
Contemporary Archives, and several specialised periodicals, including The 
Economist, Nature, The Studio, The New Statesman and Nation, The 
Listener, Discovery, The Motor, Architectural Review, Commonwealth 
Survey, are available for reading in the Library but not for borrowing. 

Most books, except encyclopacdias, dictionaries, special reference books 
such as the reproductions of paintings kept separately on the shelves, may 
be borrowed without charge. A student may have two books for a period 
of three weeks although books can be renewed if they are not required by 
anyone else. Borrowers may take out books over vacations by arrangement 
with the Librarian.

The School of Art in Cambridge, founded in 1858 and opened in 
that year by John Ruskin, is the centre for specialised instruction in 
the visual arts, serving the professional, industrial, and general 
aesthetic needs of a wide area. Systematic instruction is given in 
the study of form, colour, design for various purposes, and certain 
crafts. Combinations of particular studies are arranged for a number 
of different aims. 
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Three main types of student are provided for: 

1. Full-time students, wishing to reach professional level and work 
either as independent artists and craftsmen, as specialist teachers or 
in close connection with various trades and industries. 

2. Industrial students, normally employed in industries, trades and 
crafts such as painters and decorators, printers, commercial artists and 
designers, carvers, display specialists and the like who attend part- 
time day or evening classes to supplement or extend experience gained 
in their everyday employment. 

3. Amateurs who attend part-time, either in the day or evening to 
practise some branch of art or craft or study its history for recreational 
or cultural ends. 


Full-time Courses 


The School or Art is recognised by the Ministry of Education for 
the following full-time courses leading to the Ministry’s examinations: 


A. The course for the Intermediate examination in Art and Crafts. 
This is a two-year general basic course of training covering the 
fundamentals of drawing, painting, design and craft. It forms a 
suitable preparatory course for most students who wish to specialise 
later. 


B. The Course for the National Diploma in Design. This is a 
two-year course for students who have passed the Intermediate 
examination in Art and Crafts. They must take either (i) one 
subject at special level, or (ii) two subjects at main and additional 
levels respectively. The following subjects are available at the levels 
indicated : 


Painting— Special 

IWustration— Special 

Commercial Design— Special 

Writing and Illuminating— Special, Main, or Additional 
Bookbinding— Main or Additional 
Lithography— Main or Additional 

Wood Engraving— Main or Additional 

Letter Cutting— Main or Additional 

Stone Carving— Main or Additional 


Most students take the course for the Intermediate examination, 
followed by the course for the National Diploma in Design, but 
modified courses can be arranged to suit special needs. 

Students who wish to become specialist teachers of Art in 
Secondary schools or Schools or Art must first secure the National 
Diploma in Design and then go to one of the special centres recog- 
nised by the Ministry of Education for a final professional year of 
training in Pedagogy. 
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It is desirable that full-time students should have had a good 
general education. Those intending to become Art teachers must 
have passed School Certificate or the General Certificate of Education 
with at least five passes at ordinary level or two passes at advanced 
plus two passes at ordinary level. In most other cases this entry 
qualification is not essential, but all entrants must be above school- 
leaving age. There is no upper age limit.

Cambridge. 

Similar Scholarships are also offered by some of the adjacent 
Authorities to pupils resident in their Area. Enquiries should be 
sent to the Chief Education Officer of the Authority concerned.

caster.

The course for the Preliminary Examination can be completed 
in either one year of day and evening or two years of evening 
study. Students who have not matriculated should take the subjects 
listed below at Advanced Level in the General Certificate of 
Education ; by so doing they can matriculate and obtain exemption 
from the Preliminary Examination at the same time.

Students wishing to train for a secretarial career are strongly 
recommended to take a full-time course. The Senior full-time 
course, described below, prepares students for secretarial posts in 
nine months, but to reach a similar standard by part-time attendance, 
three or four years are necessary. 


Senior Full-time 

This course is designed to meet the needs of students who have 
secured the General Certificate of Education (Ordinary Level) in 
English Language and other approved subjects. Candidates not 
possessing these qualifications may be admitted in exceptional cases 
on passing a College entrance examination. Students take, in 
addition to Shorthand and Typewriting, Accounts, Secretarial 
Practice, English and Speech Training. Facilities are provided 
for the study of optional subjects which include foreign languages, 
music and physical training. 

The College Certificate in Private Secretaryship is awarded to 
students securing practical speeds in Shorthand and Typewriting 
and reaching the required standard in English and Secretarial 
Practice. Qualified students are eligible for responsible appointments 
as Private Secretaries in the Professions, University Administration, 
Commerce, Industry and Government. 

The course begins in September and finishes in the following July. 
Early application for an interview should be made to the Head of 
the Department. Late applicants cannot be accepted. 


Ordinary Full-time 

This course, which is of two years’ duration, provides a com- 
prehensive training in secretarial and commercial subjects ; students 
also continue their general education. Students are admitted at the 
age of 15 and entry is normally restricted to those who qualify in 
the entrance examination (see General Information, para. 19). 


Shorthand-Typists’ Courses 


A high standard in English is required for these courses, and 
applicants for first year classes who have not passed the General 
Certificate of Education examination in English Language will be 
required to take an entrance test in this subject. All students are 
strongly recommended to attend one of the classes in English, 
mentioned on page 53, in addition to Shorthand and Typewriting. 
Students are prepared for the examinations of the Royal Society of 
Arts and London Chamber of Commerce. A Shorthand Verbatim 
Reporting Competition will be held in the Spring Term.

The Head of the Engineering Department will normally be available 
for consultation each Tuesday evening during the Autumn and Spring 
terms from 6.0 to 8.0 p.m. and at other times by appointment. 
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The Work of the Engineering Department is organised into 
courses of related subjects. These have been designed to meet the 
requirements of the examinations of (a) the National Certificate 
schemes in which awards are issued jointly by the Ministry of 
Education and the appropriate Professional Institution, (b) the City 
and Guilds of London Institute, (c) the Union of Educational 
Institutions. 

Preliminary Courses of one year duration, are designed to serve 
as an introduction to the Senior Courses for students who have not 
had a full-time education up to the age of 16 years or for those who 
require further instruction and experience before proceeding further. 

Entrance to the full-time course is limited to those who qualify 
at the special entrance examination (see General Information, 
para. 19). 

For admission to a Senior Course, which extends over three years, 
a student must have had full-time education in appropriate subjects 
or have passed satisfactorily through the corresponding Preliminary 
Course. Admission to the First Year of National Certificate Courses 
will normally be limited to students who have had full-time education 
up to the age of 16 years and who have qualifications of G.C.E. 
standard in Mathematics, Science, and Technical Drawing. 

For admission to Advanced Courses, a student must normally be 
at least 19 years of age at the beginning of the College session and 
must either have passed satisfactorily through the corresponding 
Senior Course or must produce evidence of having recently reached 
the standard of the final examinations of that course. 

Course Certificates are awarded for satisfactory study over a 
period of years and necessitate a minimum percentage of attendances 
as well as pass marks in each year of the course for class work, 
homework and examinations. 

Most of the courses are organised on a part-time day release basis. 
This has been made possible by the co-operation of the Engineering 
employers in the district. A student is released from employment 
for either a whole day or half a day per week and the course is 
completed by attendance at one or two evening classes. 

Certain evening courses are organised for students who are 
unable to secure part-time day release either because of their type of 
employment or because there are no suitable facilities at present 
available in the College during the day. 

English has been included in each of the part-time day courses up 
to the Second Year, since it is essential that the spoken and written 
English of the students should advance with their technical knowledge. 
Facilities are provided in the Second Year of the National Certificate 
Courses and in the optional evening subjects of the Third Year for 
students who wish to take the Joint English Examination of the 
professional Institutions as the first step towards professional 
qualifications.

GENERAL CERTIFICATE OF EDUCATION 


The entrance requirements of the Universities and of most profes- 
sional bodies may now be met by a General Certificate of Education 
with a suitable grouping of subjects. Exemption from higher 
examinations may also be gained through the Advanced level subjects 
of the Certificate, and there may well be advantages in seeking 
exemption in this way rather than taking the examination direct ; 
for example, three appropriate subjects at the Advanced level are 
sufficient for exemption from most Intermediate Degree examinations, 
and this is only one more Advanced subject than is in any 
event required for Matriculation. As a result of this system of 
exemptions, the College courses can cover the requirements of a 
wide range of examinations, although actually following a single 
syllabus, that of the University of Cambridge Local Examinations 
Syndicate. An advantage of the General Certificate is that single 
subjects, or any desired groupings, may be taken at any examination ; 
but this advantage may be lost if the Certificate is desired for a 
particular exemption. 

Acceptance on the College Courses is dependent on success in an 
entrance examination. Students who have been accepted must 
ensure, by reference to the appropriate institution, that the subjects 
they have chosen to study will give them the qualification or 
exemption they desire.

Numbers on the courses are limited, and in general only such 
students can be accepted as require a Certificate for Matriculation, 
exemption from a Professional Preliminary examination, or exemption 
from some other examination of equivalent or higher standard.

UNIVERSITY OF LONDON DIPLOMA IN GEOGRAPHY 


The College provides a two-year evening course covering the 
requirements of the University of London Diploma in Geography 
for External students. The Diploma is intended as an additional 
academic qualification for teachers in primary and secondary schools. 
It is of particular value to those who wish to specialize in the teaching 
of geography. 

To be admitted to the examination, students must have satisfied 
the minimum entrance requirements of the University of London, 
and must produce evidence of a qualification in Geography at least 
equivalent to Ordinary Level General Certificate of Education. In 
general, students must register for the examination two years in 
advance. 
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The work will consist of General, Regional, Physical, and Practical 
Geography, and the preparation of a short dissertation on an area 
selected by the student. Fieldwork is done in the summer term.

COURSES IN MODERN LANGUAGES 

Tuition in Modern Languages is given on various full-time courses 
in the College, and in addition part-time day courses are available in 
French, and evening courses in French, German, Italian and Spanish. 
In each language at least one class is provided for beginners (all 
Stage I classes) and in French an additional beginners’ class will 
start in the Spring Term. More advanced classes have been provided 
according to the demand shown in previous years ; these go up to 
the standard of London B.A. Genera! Degree in French, and similar 
classes can be arranged in other languages where there are sufficient 
candidates. Students are encouraged to sit for public examinations ; 
nevertheless, all classes are open to non-examination students. 

In French a refresher course is provided (French I R) so that 
students who have allowed their skill to lapse may do some rapid 
revision before going on to more advanced work. General French 
and German Conversation classes are provided, and an Advanced 
French Conversation Class, which candidates for all advanced 
examinations should attend. The class “German for Scientists ” 
provides a general introduction to the language, together with detailed 
preparation for the compulsory translation questions set in the 
London Final B.Sc, examination. 

Members of the staff will be glad to help students in their choice 
of classes: in general, however, for Ordinary Level, General Certi- 
ficate of Education, students should join a class not lower than Stage 
III, where the standard is approximately that of the R.S.A. Advanced 
examinations ; candidates for Advanced Level, General Certificate, 
or Intermediate Degree, should join an Advanced, Stage IV, or 
Stage V class ; and candidates for General Degree or Certificate of 
Proficiency in French, should join the B.A. classes together with 
Advanced Conversation. The class on 20th Century French Novelists 
will be of value for final degree students, but is intended for all 
interested in the subject who have reached at least Advanced General 
Certificate standard in the language. All students of modem 
languages are invited to the lectures to be given in English on Euro- 
pean Romanticism: see under Courses of General Interest, page 61. 

All language students will be asked to show, usually by a short 
written and oral test before the session begins, that they are suitable 
for the classes they wish to join. Accommodation is very limited, 
and it is a condition of acceptance that students should undertake 
to attend regularly throughout the session.

Social History 


This course will follow the social history of England during and after 
the Nineteenth century and try to show how our present social policy and 
institutions have grown out of the past.

The Drama of Greece and Rome 


An introductory course on the work of the great Greek and Roman 
dramatists through the medium of English translation. Representative plays 
will be read and discussed against their social background. The technique 
of the ancient drama (structure of the theatre, stage conventions, etc.) will be 
explained. 


Monday, 7.30—9.0 + AS Tutor: Mr. J. R. F. WILKINSON 


The Romantic Movement in European Art, Music and Literature 


A group of specialists will describe and discuss the Romantic revolt in 
Europe against Classical order and discipline, and the rejection of reason as 
the guiding principle in the creation of a work of art. Some aspects of this 
general course will be more fully developed in the History of Music class 
mentioned on page 65, and by the two Spring-Term classes on Romantic 
Literature in France and England shown below.

This course, following on the general lectures in European romanticism

that part of the nineteenth century when states were riven by novel demands 
which were eventually to reshape the political map of Europe and its forms 
of government, not least in Russia.

Chaucer 


Ten lectures designed to illustrate the range and qualities of Chaucer's 
work for the modern reader. The main reading will be taken from “ The 
Canterbury Tales”; students are requested to bring a copy of the Oxford 
Chaucer to the class.

English Romantic Writers 


This course, following on the general lectures on European romanticism 
(see above page 61), will discuss the major English poets of the early nine- 
teenth century in greater detail. Attention will be devoted finally to some 
interesting literary by-paths of the period, such as the horror novels, in order 
to give a complete picture of the trends of English Romanticism.

Introduction to Economics 


Few people feel well enough informed to pass an opinion on economic 
affairs. ‘This course explains the scope and general principles of Economics, 
and the direct influence that economic affairs have on everyday life.

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Some Aspects of Economic Development from the Middle Ages to 
Modern Times 


These lectures form part of the course for Final B.Sc. (Econ.) of London 
University, but non-examination students will be welcome. The topics to 
be discussed include: economic conditions and development in England and 
Western Europe from the fourteenth to the seventeenth centuries ; economic 
change in Britain, Western Europe and America from 1700 to 1850, includ- 
ing the economic relations of mother countries and colonies ; industrialisation 
and the international economy from 1850 to 1939 in the United States, 
Germany, Western Europe, Japan, and Russia, and its effects on relatively 
backward areas; the evolution of labour and labour systems, and the social 
policies of industrial states. 


Thursday, 7.30—9.0 +W Tutor: Mr. H. J. B. WEBB 


Social Philosophy 


In this introductory course the tutor will make a brief review of the 
philosophic ideas leading to our present conception of democracy, and will 
then consider such questions as: the meaning of “the individual” in a 
modern democratic society ; the effect of expanding technical knowledge on 
liberty ; and the conflicting claims in the modern world of power and reason. 


Thursday, 7.30—9.0 + A Tutor: Mr. R. MELDRUM 


Social Psychology 


After a survey of the aims and methods of experimental psychology, the 
tutor will discuss the work of the social psychologist and the contribution 
he can make to modern thought. Among the topics that will be considered 
are training, problems of maladjustment, human relations in industry, 
problems of leadership in a democracy, and interactions between social groups. 


Thursday, 7.30—9.0 + SW Tutor: Dr. J. SZAFRAN 


English Language Courses 


A number of classes will be held for adult students who feel that with 
some guidance they could increase their command of English. Instruction 
and practice will be given both in speech and wniting, and the tutors will 
seek to cover a wide range of topics and circumstances. The classes will 
not be aimed at examinations, but will be at different standards.

The Welfare State, a product of long historical development and the slow 
maturation of the social conscience, depends on a complex organisation of 
Social Services. The tutor will consider with this course the scope, aims 
and achievements of these Services, the reactions of the public to them, and 
further the problems that they raise for the community.

Application for admission should therefore be made 
as early as possible. 


Preliminary Course 


This is a one year full-time course designed as an introduction to 
the trade primarily for boys and girls leaving school at the age of 15 
years. It provides continued general education as well as instruction 
in the Technical subjects. Visits to bakeries, food factories and other 
allied industries will be a feature of the course. At the end, 
successful students will either continue in full-time attendance in the 
National Diploma course or enter the Trade, continuing their studies 
in the part-time classes.
